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Job opportunities abound for GW interns

Internships are as integral a part 
of undergraduate education at GW as 
living in Thurston Hall or taking 
English 11. 

But finding an internship can 
seem a daunting task, especially 
amidst the other challenges of college 
life - buying books, settling into resi- 
dence hall life and balancing a full 
courseload. 

The extra work may be worth it, 
though. Experience in the workforce 
during college may be the best way to 
get ahead when it comes to finding a 
job after graduation, according to 
internship coordinators in the city. 

"There is absolutely no question 
that students who leave college with 


only an academic degree and no 
workplace experience are at a serious 
disadvantage," says Sandy Butler 
Whyte, . vice president for external 
affairs and student services at The 
Washington Center for Internships 
and Academic Seminars, a D.C.- 
based, non-profit educational organi- 
zation. 

"A student who graduates with 
just a very high G.P.A. may not be any 
better off than a solid student who has 
also had some real experience in the 
workforce," she adds. 

GW's Career Center, on the fifth 
floor of the Academic Center, is a 
good place to start looking for an 
internship. Job openings are posted in 
binders by field; communications, 
international affairs, government, etc. 

Students also can access listings 
on the Jobtrak database, according to 


Johanna Mayo, the Career Center's 
career information coordinator. 
Jobtrak is accessible from any GW 
computer terminal through the 
Career Center page on the GW Web 
site or through GWIS2 by way of 
LYNX. 

Career Center listings include a 
description of the job, a contact name, 
hours, salary (if any) and a deadline 
for application. 

"Start early," advises Courtney 
Rubin, assistant editor of 
Washingtonian Magazine, who runs the 
editorial intemsWp program there, 
and was a Washingtonian intern her- 
self. "Washington internships aren't 
always easy to grab." 

"Get as many internships as you 
possibly can as an undergraduate," 
Butler Whyte says. "A good intern- 
ship will allow you to take what 


you're learning in an academic, theo- 
retical environment and hold it up 
against the 'real world.'" 

Butler Whyte says a good intern- 
ship is one that lets students enhance 
the skills they have and develop the 
ones that need some strengthening. 
She offers one tip to students looking 
for internships: be sure to define what 
you want to do. 

Students who end up sending 
faxes and making coffee most likely 
did not ask enough about the position 
when they were hired or did not put 
in the effort that says "I can do more," 
Butler Whyte says. 

Intern duties vary from employer 
to employer, as do hours and salary. 

Some Washington interns have 
clerical responsibilities, others assume 
the duties of full-time employees. 

At Washingtonian, editorial intern-

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ships are full-time positions, and 
interns spend a lot of time fact-check- 
ing and doing research for the maga- 
zine's reporters, Rubin says. Interns 
also may write sidebars to larger sto- 
ries in the magazine. 

On Capitol Hill, students may find 
themselves with a variety of responsi- 
bilities, from running errands to 
attending committee hearings. 
The internship prowam in Rep. Chris 
Smith's (R-N.J.) o&e is educational, 
according to Patricia Coll, the con- 
gressman's internship coordinator. 

Coll says interns in Smith's office 
answer constituent calls, help the leg- 
islative staff research issues and draft 
responses to constituent inquiries. 
They also help with mass mailings 
and press briefings. 

Many internships programs, like 
the one at Washingtonian, require 
applicants to submit a resume, cover 
letter and writing samples. Some 
employers ask students to come in for 
interviews, submit letters of recom- 
mendation or present portfolio pieces. 

Though some internships in the 
city are paid, most are not. But many 
offices are willing to help the intern 
arrange academic credit. Mayo says 
students can arrange credit through 
their academic adviser or department. 

"Internships during college help 
you to determine what your own 
workplace values are while you're 
still in college. No one can tell you 
'you'll do well in a corporate structure 
with a lot of reporting levels' or 'you 
should be in an entrepreneurial set- 
ting.' You have to find that out your- 
self," Butler Whyte says. 

"Internships let you use the work- 
place world as a laboratory" Butler 
Whyte adds.

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GW History 101 

The George Washington 
University is a private university 
located in the Foggy Bottom 
neighborhood of Northwest 
Washington. Originally named 
the Columbian College in 1821, it 
was founded by an act of 
Congress, signed by President 
James Monroe. 

The school was renamed The 
George Washington University 
by another act of Congress in 
1904. In 1912 , it was moved to 
2023 G St. - the site the school's 
namesake had chosen for "his" 
University. 

Three University presidents 
are honored with buildings or 
schools named for them. 

Current President Stephen 
Joel Trachtenberg has served 
since 1988. During his tenure, the 
school iipened a Virginia campus 
and entered a financial affiliation 
with Mount Vernon College. 

The University is now the 
second largest land owner in the 
District, following the federal 
government.

When I arrived at GW two years ago, the only thing I knew about the 
school's sports teams was that they wear yellow uniforms and Mike 
Jarvis coaches the men's basketball team. If you're a 
freshman and know as much or less than I did, then 

keep reading. 

Let's start with the basics. Those of you who already know this stuff 
can skip ahead. GW is by no means an athletic power, but every year 
several teams will climb to national prominence in their sport. Most of 
the school's athletic teams play in the 
Atlantic-10 Conference. 

The school's colors are yellow and 
blue. But what you will soon learn is 
that GW's yellow is really called 
"buff". Therefore, our school colors are 
buff and blue. What is the difference 
between buff and regular yellow? Well, 

1 really don't know. I've been here two 
years and I still can't answer that. 

Frankly it looks like yellow to me. 

The most important thing to know 
about GW sports is that admission to 
almost all events is free to students. So saying you can't afford to attend 
games is no excuse. 

Now that you've got the basics down, let's move to the teams. 

The fall season is highlighted by men's and women's soccer, women's 
volleyball and men's water polo. 

The men's soccer team has tapped players from Canada, England and 
Iceland to put together a team that should challenge for the A-10 title 
this season. Another thing you will notice about GW athletics is the 
international flavor of the tearris. GW, being an international school, natr 
urally taps international talent for its sports teams. 

The women's soccer team has improved during the last several years. 

‘ They took major strides last season, making the NCAA Tournament for 
the first time. Although the Colonials lost their first-round game at 
Maryland, the season was a major success and the team should be excit- 
ing again in 1997. 

Both GW soccer teams are exciting to watch, but attending their 
games will take advanced planning. GW's home is South Riding Field in 
Loudoun County, Va., which is as far away as it sounds. Last season the 
GW Athletic Department ran shuttle service to some games, but to attend 
every home game you'll definitely need access to a car. 

The women's volleyball team has been a national power in recent 
years, although graduation losses produced a young team last season 
that failed to make the NCAA Tournament. But the team should be on 
the rise again this season, and they play on campus in the Smith Center. 

The men's water polo team plays its home matches in the Smith 
Center pool. The team has reached new heights in the last several years, 
playing in the Southern Division of the Eastern Water Polo Association. 
The pool is located in the basement of the Smith Center. 

GW does not have a football team, so if you came here with dreams of 
drunken Saturdays at football games, you'll need to try the University of 
Maryland, which is the College Park stop on the Metro's Green Line. 

GW does not have a track team, either. However, the school does field 
a cross country team which competes in the fall. 

You'll quickly find that the winters in Foggy Bottom are dominated 
by basketball. Both the women's and men's teams have risen to national 
prominence in recent years, and I'm sure you already know about the 
aforementioned Mr. Jarvis and his Colonials. 

The women's basketball team is coming off their best season ever, 
reaching the Elite Eight of the NCAA Tournament. All basketball home 
I games in the Smith Center are free for students. 

Besides basketball, you may want to check out GW's swimming and 
diving, and gymnastics teams. Both teams hold meets in the Smith 
Center and have been successful in recent years. 

_ When the weather gets nice, baseball is the main sport. The GW base- 
all team underachieved last season, but has the talent to improve this 
I year, despite the loss of star outfielder Troy Allen, who was drafted by 
the Atlanta Braves. 

Spring also features the second season for such sports as crew, tennis 
an golf. These teams also compete in the fall.

WNBA is new challenge 
to former GW star Abraham

Six months ago Tajama Abraham was an All- 
American center leading the GW women's basketball 
team to new heights. Only a 
HiiSllliiHHifiMMMifiUI half a year later she is a role 
player for the Women's NBA's Sacramento Monarchs. 

The transition has not been easy. 

Abraham has had difficulty adjusting to the 
increased skill level and physical play in the WNBA. 

"Its been hard. The physical level of the game is just 
10 times greater than any type of competition I've been 
in during college or all-star games," Abraham said. 
"But you have to remember. I'm playing with players 
who have been playing for nine or 10 years, where as 
this is my first step out into the real world." 

Although Abraham has played in every game this 
season for Sacramento, she mostly comes off the bench. 
Abraham started only five games, averaging 15 min- 
utes of playing time. Through the first 25 games of the 
WNBA season, Abraham was averaging 4.3 points and 
2 rebounds per game. She has 11 blocks on the season 
and is shooting 63 percent from the field. 

"I've been improving every game," Abraham said. 
"I've been told I'm going to be a player to be reckoned 
with in the next few years. People say the moves are 
there, I just have to get stronger." 

Playing alongside one of the league's leading scor- 
ers in Ruthie Bolton-Holifield, Abraham's offense has 
not had the chance to flourish. She is no longer the first 
option offensively, as she was in college. When she is 
given the ball, Abraham has had a harder time scoring 
against bigger and stronger defenders. 

But as Abraham's offensive talents have largely not 
been called upon, her defense has become a main sta- 
ple of her game. 

"My role has changed from college," Abraham said. 
"In college I wasn't known for my defense . . . here, the 
coach looks to me to help contain players, so my offen- 
sive abilities have not been recognized." 

Like many rookies, Abraham has shown flashes of 
future success. She scored a career high 13 points in a 
game July 21 and has slowly been adjusting to the 
increased levels of skill and physical play which have 
come with playing against some of the best women's 
basketball players in the world. Abraham sees a long 
career for herself in a league that has been more popu- 
lar than expected in its first season. 

"We've drawn bigger crowds than were anticipated 
by the offices of the WNBA," Abraham said. "We draw 


Although she sees a bright future for the WNBA, 
Abraham admits that play in the league this season has 
been sloppy. 

"It has been a little sloppy because this is the first 
year and you're throwing together players from differ- 
ent countries with different work ethics and different 
mentalities," Abraham said. "Next year it'll be much 
better and they'll build on that." 

Abraham says many players would like to see the 
WNBA's short 27 game season extended because the 
off-season is too long. In the eight months she will not 
be playing for Sacramento, Abraham says she would 
like to return to the Washington area, and may accept 
an assistant coaching position at George Mason 
University. 

"I like the Washington area, and besides, I have to 
see Khadija (Deas), Mandisa (Turner), Chasity (Myers) 
and big Dee (Brown) play."
